To (his 
we I rate tbe civil wars, the despotisms, and the 
Hnal subjugation and'degeneration of Greece. 
But, aside from Hie political and material re- 
sults of this spli it, literature and art were in- 
ifluenced by the uon intercourse, and often 
war among the cities.

But, It Is In Grecian art and literature, that 


this love o/ the beautiful, this vivid Imagina- 
tion, sblnei forth In its greatest glory, and em- 
bellishes every poem and ereiy sculpture with 
its nobility. Our feuble Imitation*, .ro but 
mockery. It is for us to read and admire, to 
see and applaud. The Ideality of Ihe Christian 
of to day is but puerile, compared with that of 
the Greek of yesterday. The nineteenth cen- 
tury may beast of its science, its religion, its 
governments, and its liberty, but It must ac- 
knowledge its Inferiority in tbe arts of beauty 
to the Age of Penclns. Il must join In Ihe ac- 
clamations of posterity, from the republic of 
Italy to the republic of America, to the gloiy of 
and nobility of tbe land of Homer and Phidias. 


There Is a certain boldness of execution, a 


peculiar vividness and beauty in tbe specimens 
of Greek art which are left us,— maimed and 
weather-beaten as tbey are— which distin 
gulsbes them above all other nations,— ancient 
and modern. Even the very earliest work of 
artists, and their coins,— where probably little 
effort was made toward beauty and elegance,— 
display the same characteristic, the same Greek 
aspect 
Phidias, who. stood and who stands 


the gieatest of sculptors, aided by others, In- 
ferior, It Is true, to him, but to him alone, built 
up a series of monuments, the remembrance of 
which, after they liave crumbled to dust, will 
linger upon the horizon of history, u the twi- 
light after the setting sun. 
Little did that 


master of sculpture Ibfhk that some day tbe 
productions of his genius would be transferred 
to a country then unknown, to Instruct and 
edify a nation yet unborn, — a nation, auperlor 
to bis In everything but art and literal are. 
But, It Is true, England, to-day, preserves 
" will. Jealous care '' tbe fragments of Phidias 
and Ills bretbern. 


And why Is Grecian sculpture thus so highly 


praised, so carefully kept? Simply, because 
tbe world baa never beheld tbolr equal since. 
Mo nation since them or before them, has bad 
that Inseparable requisite of sculptors and 
poets, Ideality, to such a degree. 


Turning to the literature of tbe Greeks, tbe 


very act bring* to Mind tbe poet of peels, tbe 
Illustrious Homer. As If to prove the ideality 
of the pjet by destroying bis reality, history 
has tarn from her page* the leaf which bora 
the ream! of his life. Honor lives as o>u«A to- 
day, as ever. Though we know comparmlfily 
nothing of bis life, yet it seems as If this very 
bet lends additional charm to bis genius, and 
leaves nothing to conflict with the productions 
of tbe author's ideality. His works are bis 
biography. In thorn we see him ajDd know 
him.

diers,—tbey became men, men as distinguished

TSot that (he Athenian was na 


,.soldier. On many bloody fields be proved him- 
self a soldier, and demonstrated to tbe woild, 
that men, to be soldiers, need nut be beasts. 


Greecu has fallen from the pinnacle of her 


glory. No more do Hornets and Pbldlases 
spring from her bosom to gladden tbe world 
with tbiir genius. No more the Olympiads 
grace tbo victor with the olive wreath. No 
more Demosthenes thunders bis Imprecations 
upon tbe Macedonian. No more Mililades 
drives back the Persian eonquoror from his 
shore. Tbe Greece of lo-day is forgotten la 
the Greece ofyesterdsy. Greece Is dead, yet 
she lives 
Her sons are degenerate, but ibe 


memory of the fathers veils 'heir Infamy. 
Greece lias done her work and nobly has she 
done it 
She has transfeired, not to her sons, 


but to her neighbors' sotn, the legacy of her in- 
tellectual progioss,—bei idealitj in her litera- 
ture and uer art. Greece bas not liveu.ln vain.

ANCIENT AMD MODERN EvKSjanr.—A cu- 


lious controversy has lately sprung up in Ger- 
many as to whether the eye in the human race 
bis always possessed the same delicacy as at 
present, and whether men at all epochs liave 
rw-celved colors as we now distinguish them. 
Dr. Magnus, an oculist, asserts llut primitive 
man had only a confused notion of lints, and 
evtn did not recognize them all. Thus Ibe 
ancleuts saw only three colors n the prism, in 
stead of the seven which exist, and tbe sages o 
the North only speak of three c lors luthera'n 
bow. Tlie most lumiulous i; Ihe spectrum 
those which act with most inte slty on the re- 
tina, are r d, orange aud ycllo-, , blue, Indigo 
and violet only make a feeble impression, 
green occupies an intermedia a rank. Well, 
throughout the records of antlq itv only the rc-d 
and yellov, solo say, are spok-n of. Accent- 
ing lo Pliny, painters only empi >yed those two 
colors, wllh black and white to produce their 
finest effect. Tbe most valu d tissues were 
dyed solely in red and yellow. The knowledge 
of green does not exist either in Sanscrit liter- 
ature or Iloiner, who*, In descriling tbe verdure 
of tba country, uses epiletbs relating to other 
colors. A savant, M. Oelger, asserts thai he 
has proved that neither In th« poems of tbe 
RigVeda no- the Aresla, tbe Bible, the verses 
of Homer, the Koran, or tbe ancient literature 
of Finland or Scandinavia, is any mention of 
blue to be found. In fact,no woi d Is lo be traced 
in any of them to designate the color. There- 
fore, some people must have existed for whom 
verunro wns not green, nor Ihe skies blue. Even 
at ibis diiy the inhabitants of Birmah have 
great difficulty in making a distinction between 
blue and green. Mr. Gladstone, whose know- 
ledge of Greek is well known, is wholly of tbe 
opinion of Dr. Magnus. We have no occasion 
to say that those views are strongly contested.

Tbe dress 
of the women is as diverse as the men's Some- 
times tbey wear a single long, loose garment of 
thin cotton gathered in at tbe waist. Others 
have a guadily-covered robe wrapped around 
tbolr waists aud falling below their ankles, 
with a spare piece banging in front which they 
pull over their bosoms when a strange man is 
approaching. 
Very frequently an Infant Is 


bound up In the folds of tins garment, resting 
quietly behind and forming a bjstle. 
The 


mother always looked profoundly unconscious 
of and unconcerned about this burden, which 
is invariably quiet. Everybody, unless engaged 
in commercial pursuits, manages to gel some 
bright color introduced Iu bis or her dress.except 
tbe aristocratic Mussulman in bis spotless white, 
and even bis cap is often a bright red or scar- 
let. 
The laboring people ol both sexes are 


generally very erect in walk with what in a 
white man would be a swagger, but in them, 
with their free limbs, is merely a graceful inde- 
pendence. The business men have the busi- 
ness man's usual stoop, methodical walk, and 
steady look, and generally carry an umbrella 
and wear a broad hat. I think these natives 
are usually very strong, aud some of them are 
magnificently shaped, especially Ibe women. 
The most beautiful and massive pair of female 
shoulders I bave ever seen 1 saw here. 
Their 


owner bad a heavy load on ber head, but 
walked under it as straight as an arrow, and 
the shoulders just spoken of were studies for 
an artist, being straight, square, clean cut, and 
well-rounded—altogether perfect. Almost all 
Ibe overland transportation is done on human 
beads, there being only three horses in tbe en- 
tire colony. A woman will walk into town al 
a good pace from miles in tbe country, with a 
child swinging al ber back and from thirty to 
seventy pounds of produce on her head, carry- 
ing herself as well and showing as little fatigue 
as an average American or CSiiglish woman

It Is not lo be presumed for a mo- 
ment that Tbackerary waa guilty of plagiarism 
In tbe matter, because there are other renditions 
of the same ballad Into English by oilier En*- 
lish aulboro, and notaMy one, wblch wo Rive 
below, by Charles Laver 


There has evidcnlly been carelessness, bow- 
ever, in the publication of Thackeray s woiks 
it letting it stand as an original ballad Instead 
of a tiapslatlon, and a carelesuess that is, In 
fact, almost unpardonable.

Stephen Ryder's fatal ascent of the Misti, in 


South Amenca, has been faithfully described 
by the leader of the Indian guides who recov- 
ered his body. This account is less sensational 
than the one which was furnished to a South 
Pacific journal and widely copied In England 
and the United States It seems tbat the daring 
traveller bad twice made the ascent before, but 
was anxious lo descend on the side, a feat 
never attempted except by the Indians, and for 
this purpose sent the saddle bouses round 
In 


making the ascent, a young companion got 
very sick, and Byder waited with him, thus uol 
reaching the crater until 3 30, at which time il 
was hazardous to make the trial descent, be 
cause night comes on early and at once 
They 


w«re traced m thoir descent to a sput where 
rocks and precipices caused tbem to turn back, 
when, no doubt, darkness overtook thein, and 
Ihey together fell over the precipice where tbe 
body was found 
The statement tbat they 


wandered for days is pure invention. Tbey had 
no remedy but to attempt the descent even in 
darkness, for to sit down was to fall asleep not 
to wake again. The soot at which the body 
was found is considerably higher than tbe sum- 
mit of Mont Blanc. At the elevation it u not 
possible to eat, hardly to speak. It is probable 
that Ryder, stunned by his fall, sat down and 
fell asleep, and so died before sunrise.

•ground in a dying condition. He was at once 
removed to tbe hospital toegtber with tbe 
wounded gendarme.
